; platform are the sweeping tariff reforms asked for and the] 
reopening of the reciprocity agreement with the United States, 

The farmers believe in public ownership in railways, mines, 
natural resources, ete, This has been carried out to a certain 
extent by the present government, not because of a policy, but 
because of a necessity when they took over the two railways 
systems of the G. T.P- and C. N. R. > 

The complete nationalization of all Canadian railways 
is a step that cannot be taken without a great deal more inves- 
tigation than merely discussing it at a few*meetings. Present 
indications are that privately owned railway systems are bet- 
ter conducted, more satisfactory in service and run with less 
operating expenses than the present government roads. 

The west will undoubtedly support any move toward re- 
ductions in tariff as outlined by the farmers, and are also in 
accord with many of their other planks. 

The nomination of a candidate for this riding by the con- 
vention with the possibility of two other candidates, will make 
the next election a hard fought one, and the result will watched 
with keen interest by the people.

All ‘the ‘Work ‘in connection with the proposed formation of 
a Municipal Hospital ‘District in the Wainwright constituency, 
has been rendered useless, by the decision of the department of 
municipal affairs, te disorganize the territory. Owing to dif- 
ferences-and ‘petty jealousies among the towns and villages in 
the riding nothing could be accomplished in the way of select- 
ing a site, and through that cupidity, the people of the district 
will now haye to wait for some time before they will get the 
much needed hospital accommodation. 


There are hopes, however, that a popular decision regard- 
ing the location of the hospital will be reached in the new work 
of organizing a district, which will be undertaken by Dr. Rob- 
ertson, of the department. In order to not repeat the mistake 
made previously, the formation of the new district will be 
openly discussed and some definie plan in view before the pe- 
titions will he circulated.

impossible to levy.taxes on an abso- 
huitely fair basis, but the increasing of 
‘the ampunt of taxes Payable or: a quar- 
ter section made-ifi clear that a syste. 
of taxation wherehy a anartet section 
worth ‘only about $1,000 was taxed as 
high as ore worth $4,000.00. was 
not just. Under such a System of tax_ 
ation, taxes-are not levied in accords 
ance ‘with the ability to pay. Ata rate 
of say 10 cents per acre, a man-\with 
a@ quarter section worth $1,000 pays 
$16 taxes, so does the man with the 
quarter ‘worth $4,000. That ts the man 
with the greatest ability to pay pays 
Orly the same amount of taxés'as his 
poorer neighbor who has land worth 
one quarter as much, That is for 
the purposes of taxation the value of 
the property owned by the man with 
the poorer land ts rated much higher 
than its real worth, while in the case of 
the man with the more valuable ‘and, 
his property is rated at much less than 
its worth, * 

In considering the merits of any sys- 
tem of taxation, the matter must be 
approached from the standpoint that 
taxes shoud be paid according to the 
ability to pay, and looking at it in this 
way, there does not appear to be any 
sound argument against the system 
of levying taxes according to value, 
rather than on an acreage basis, This 
principle having been recognized in 
connection with taxes levied directly or 
indirectly for the benefit of the prov- 
ince at large, the different acts through 
which ithe province derives revenue 
from taxes on lands were amended at 
the last session ofthe legisature by 
legislation introduced by the minister 
of Muricipal Affairs, so that beginning 
with the year 1920 ai) taxes levied’ by 
the province, either directly or indi 
rectly, will ‘be levied according to the 
value of the land, and not according to 
the area. .That is all taxes levied on 
lands outside of organized school dis_ 
tricts under the Educational Tax Act; 
taxes levied on 4 lands in the prov- 
ince ut,der the Supplementary Revenue 
Act; taxes Jevied on lands outside of 
orgainzed m unicipal districts under the 
Improvement District Act, and taxes 
levied on lands subject to taxation un- 
der the Wild Lands Tax Act, will be 
levied according to the value of land 
taxes. The only exception will be the 
taxation of lands leased from the Do- 
minion Government, and in these cases 
the taxes will still be levied on an acre_ 
age basis, but as the rate is low it ‘does 
not create any great hardship. 

In preparation for this work, 
lads outside off organized Municipal- 
ities are now being vahied under the di 
rection of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs and Municipal Distriéts which 
are not already levying their tdxes ac- 
cording to land values, will be required 
to value all their lands for the pur. 
pose of taxation undér the Supplemen_ 
tary Nevenue Act Text vear. 

The ibasis of taxation is the cash 
value of the land without taking into 
account any improvements made upon 
the land by the expenditure of capita?
